This office promotes and facilitates programs in 
support of the Mayor and City Council’s economic development initiatives. To that end and by 
mandate, the City Clerk administers the City of Los Angeles’ Business Improvement Districts 
program. The City Clerk also provides records retention management services for all City 
departments, and administers and manages the City's Archives. All claims filed against the 
City must be received and recorded by the City Clerk.

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Sunset Visioning Meeting

This past Saturday, Team Cedillo led forty-seven residents and property owners from the 
Angeleno Heights, Victor Heights and Everett Street neighborhoods in CD-I who showed-up 
on a Saturday morning at Old Fire Station No. 6 to participate in a “Visioning Forum”. 

The Sunset Blvd. corridor between Downtown and Dodger Stadium is an eclectic “gateway” 
into our neighborhoods. We are beginning to witness its revitalization with the conversion of a 
longstanding vacant former office building into lofts, and a proposed mixed-use development at 
the former “Do-It-Yourself” Center property. Also, the City has commenced streetscape 
improvements along Sunset Blvd., including installing trees, trash receptacles and repairing 
broken sidewalks. 

Participants suggested that Sunset Blvd. should be the neighborhood’s Little “Mayberry” - a 
reference to the fictional community which was the setting for the popular TV sitcom, The Andy 
Griffith Show. At the same time, there was total consensus that the boulevard is often like a 
“freeway” with peak-hour Downtown commuter and Dodger game traffic cutting through the 
neighborhood. 

The visioning forum was the beginning of an ongoing dialogue about revitalizing the Sunset 
Blvd. corridor in CD-I with new investment and well-designed developments with a high-level 
of architectural quality which respect the neighborhood context. The corridor is indeed 
"eclectic" but also surrounded by the City's most historic neighborhoods, including the City’s 
very first historic preservation overlay zone established in the City of Los Angeles. If you have
